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Brazil “Takes Several Outstanding Individuals 


For the past few months, the North British Agriculturalist, a 
Scottish farm journal published at Edinburgh, has been giving 
some of the sale results in various communities and it will probably 
interest our readers to know how the Doddie is gaining popularity 
in the old country. At the spring show and sale of pedigreed Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle at Perth in February there was a high entry 
of 877 head, consisting of 487 bulls and 390 cows and heifers. Two 
of the most outstanding bulls were, Eryn of Doonholm, sired by 
Prince Benson of Ballindalloch, and Evolver of Haviestoun, sired 
by Enthraller of Lethen. Evolver of Harviestoun brought 20060 
guineas to his owner, Mr. J. Ernest Kerr, of Harviestoun. The 
heifers that were shown were exceptionally good and it is said that 
they were the best standard that Perth had seen for some years. 

Following the Aberdeen-Angus sales at Perth came an import- 
ant joint auction at Aberdeen. Not so many animals were shown 
at this time as were shown at Perth but the show was a larger one 
than Aberdeen had experienced in 1927. Prices did not run so high 
as at Perth although there was still as great demand for good 
crossing bulls. Irish buyers were much in evidence at this sale and 
proved to be much interested in the bidding and purchasing. 

In March, Perth was again the scene of an Aberdeen-Angus 
offering; this time the affair was conducted by Messrs. MacDonald, 
Fraser and Co. Ltd. There was a healthy demand for well-grown 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls, a feature being the level run of prices for 
good class bulls for crossing purposes. The best figure for aged 
bulls and the best price for the sale was 70 guineas paid by the 
Earl of Elgin, Broomhall, for the rising two-year old Enthraler of 
Lockbank, sired by Evader from Eva 3d of Braevail. This was the 
first prize winner at Perth in 1927. 

The Royal Ulster Show in May brought out another fine dis- 
play of the breed. Again, the Agriculturalist stated that the group 
this spring was the best ail around display ever seen at this show. 
Exardian of the Burn, by Everil of Bailindalloch and bred by C. H. 
Russell, won the championship cup and received the major silver 
medal as the best animal of the breed. 

From these few reports it is obvious that English breeders are 
of the same opinion as the breeders of America—Aberdeen-Angus 
are proving themselves to be of the “right stuff” and it behooves 
the live-wire breeder of today to take account of the success this 
breed is making.

Three Doddie Herds put on Best Show Ever 


The land of the Dakotas, extensive in 
area, beautiful to look at and a wonderful 
place in which to live, gives to the cattle 
industry several opportunities annually to 
display their goods at live wide awake, pro- 
gressive fairs. North Dakota supplies four 
of these fairs each year and this series of 
exhibitions is annually attracting more at- 
tention. Minot is first, Devil’s Lake second 
and Grand Forks third in order. Grand 
Forks is located at or near 48 degrees north 
and 92 degrees west, approximately 140 
miles almost due south of Winnipeg, and on 
the Dakota side of the Red River of the 
North, a rather placid stream and yet tem- 
peramental at seasons. Just a few hours af- 
ter the writer had passed over government 
road No. 75, returning to the States a short 
time ago this stream tore away the highway 
in several places compelling the abandon- 
ment for a few days of travel along its 
course. What has that to do with the Grand 
Forks fair? Nothing, except to prove that 
the North country prospers under very sim- 
ilar conditions ‘as exist elsewhere. 


The Grand Forks show was a great suc- 
cess in so far as the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
display was concerned. The Show was held 
the week of July 16 to 21 and experienced 
an unusual crowd and more than usual in- 
terest was displayed at the Aberdeen-Angus 
stalls, and at the ringside as well where 
Prof. Peters of the University of Minnesota 
did what was considered a very classy job 
of judging. The boys from Iowa determined 
to stay with Manager Kenneth McGregor of 
the Hartley Stock Farms, at Page, North 
Dakota, who did all he could to defend his 
honor within his own gates. The Shipton 
herd and the Rowles herd were both there. 
The new judge shook things up a bit as 
compared with the placings of the week be- 
fore at Devil’s Lake. 

In the bull section the entries were iden- 
tical with those previously mentioned. In 
the aged class Prof. Peters placed Glencar- 
nock Revolution 377961, a very fine son of 
the 1923 International grand champion 
Blackcap Revolution, at the head of the 
class. This is a massive, smooth bull weigh- 
ing somewhere around 2400 pounds who 
was grand champion bull throughout the 
Northwestern shows of 1927 and the 1928 
Provincial show at Brandon. He was made 
senior and grand champion at Grand Forks 
which is this year the North Dakota State 
fair. Barmere of Leamoor 377859 a decid- 
edly low-set bull, built wide and deep and 
very close to the ground found a place at 
second, and he carries a lot of scale too. The 
big smooth bull Ermit 355812, that has won 
so many top ribbons since he has been with 
the Shipton herd was placed at third. This 
is a massive smooth bull with an abundance 
of scale and nicely fleshed. In fact the 
class proved decidedly attractive to the 
many interested spectators. 

The senior yearling bull class met anoth- 
er reverse as compared with the Devil’s 
Lake decisions. Tolan’s Revolution 408418 


who so far this year had tasted the purple 
wherever shown and who won first in class 
and the junior and grand championship 
honors at several of the big shows last year 
gave way here to Eventuation of Page 405- 
575, who stood second in class at Brandon 


and was also reserve grand champion there, 
this year. He is by Eventuation 337889 and 
has for dam Evadell the grand champion 
female at Iowa in 1924 for John Fitch of 
Lake City. Eventuation of Page was grand 
champion bull at the North Dakota State 
fair in 1927 and stood third in class at the 
1927 International. 

The junior yearling bulls were switched 
too, the Shipton calf, Marshall of Black 
Rose 407520 winning over Hartley’s bull 
Revolution llth of Page. In the Summer 
yearling class the two top bulls were shift- 
ed, Bandolier of Page going to the top and 
eventually becoming the junior champion of 
the show. Defeating Revolution of Page 2d 
408308, another son of Blackcap Revolution, 
who had been junior champion at Brandon 
and grand champion at Devil’s Lake the 
week prior. 

The wonderfully made cow Blackcap of 
Glenrock 3d 368121 winner of first in class 
at both Minot and Devil’s Lake retained her 
position here. She is a great cow, wide and 
very level over the back, with splendid 
spring of rib, good depth throughout and a 
beautiful head and front, carrying an 
abundance of scale and exceptional smooth- 
ness. Blackeap Bessie 4th of Page 366237 
is a daughter of Imp. Elegant of Tubber- 
dally and the 1921 International first prize 
cow Blackcap Bessie of Page. This cow 
stood first in class and won the North Da- 
kota grand championship last year, but she 
was unable to overcome her worthy rival, 
even though she had won the grand cham- 
pionship for North Dakota in 1926 as well. 

The three two year olds formed a decided- 
ly impressive spectacle, wonderful young 
cows, built to order every one of them, true 
Doddie type and character. The Rowles cow 
Blackcap of Maple River 3d 399616, daugh- 
ter of Black Marshall 2d 229849 and Black- 
cap McHenry 127th 183803, is without ques- 
tion one of the very strongest things out 
this season. She just has no faults worth 
mentioning. Her show record for 1927 will 
bear out this statement for she stood at the 
head of her class practically everywhere 
the whole season. She was considered good 
enough to make a senior and grand cham- 
pion without any dispute. There is not a 
whole lot of room for debate between her 
and her stall mate Maple River Erinna 4th 
407495. 

The senior yearling heifer class was in- 
creased to four head, and shook up some- 
what. Erica of Maple River 11th 407947 
winning over Blackcap Bessie 7th of Page 
402727, a daughter of Blackcap Revolution 
and grand champion female at the North 
Dakota State fair in 1927. Hartleys placed 
Kathlyne of Page 404607 the junior cham- 
pion at Brandon this year in third place 
forcing Shipton’s good heifer Eline Energy 
2d 407517, junior champion at both the Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama state fairs last season 
into the last place. 

Hartley Stock Farm brought out an addi- 
tional number for the Junior yearling class 
and she seemed to make a hit with the judge 
for she slipped into first place and later 
was made junior champion. This was Pride’s 
Lady of Page by Glencarnock Revolution 
6th, thus a granddaughter of Blackcap Rev- 
olution the 1923 International grand cham- 


pion. Next stood Blackwood Lady 4t 
Page 407912, a daughter of Masten of Hes 
236754, and a full sister to Black Balzac of 
Page 4 uaypeees si breeding bull now do- 
ing such fine service in the Briarcli 

at Pine Plains, New York. se 

Four sweet things pranced out in the 
summer yearling class which was headed 
by Maple River Erianna 5th 414030 who has 
stood at the head of her class so far this 
year. Erica of Page winner of her class at 
Brandon stood next and Beauty of Black 
Rose winner of second at the other two 
shows was sent down to third with Eline E. 
2d of Page in the last position. 

The groups were strong from first to last 
and it was when these fine groups came out 
that the ringside received an impression of 
the real magnitude of the Aberdeen-Angus 
display on hand, and the visitors gave every 
evidence of appreciation. To all appear- 
ances the Black babies have made a decided 
hit with the peeple of the North.

Edmonton Exhibition 


Northland Gives Hearty Welcome zo Doddie Herds 


Within a hundred miles of the outposts of 
civilization in upper Alberta is held annual- 
ly one of Canada’s biggest and best live 
stock shows. Located on the Saskatchewan 
River which works its way eastward to Lake 
Winnipeg and thence finds an outlet into 
Hudson Bay by way of the Nelson River is 
the fine town of Edmonton where the 1928 
exhibition was staged during the week of 
July 16 to 21. This is an interesting coun- 
try, its a big cattle country and carries 
great numbers of sheep as well. While Ed- 
monton is nearly 54 degrees north, bringing 
it into the same latitude as Moscow and the 
bleak shores of Labrador, the surrounding 
country is not much like either of the refer- 
ences. It is the one great northern railroad 
center in the midst of a tremendous wheat 
growing area. This is a very productive 
country with a quick growing season, bring- 
ing forth each year an abundance of excel- 
lent pasturage so necessary to a successful 
cattle production. Canada is unusually op- 
timistic at this time. Every indication points 
to good crops and of course the increased 
price of live stock is another very encourag- 
ing feature. The men of this North country 
enjoy a good cattle show and the Aberdeen- 
Angus boys looked well after supplying for 
them a fine entertainment this year. 

Vauxhall Farms and the Dominion Exper- 
imental Station at Lacombe defended the 
provincial title against an invasion from the 
States, the visiting herd being that of Cong- 
don & Battles, of Yakima, Washington, who 
have for years made it a practice to bring 
to Canada a very fine show herd, which has 
accomplished its bit toward creating for the 
breed a favorable and desirable impression. 


Mr. F. W. Crawford, of Winnipeg, had 
been designated as the official judge and 
he did a very creditable piece of work if 
one is to judge by remarks from the ring- 
side and the way in which the exhibitors 
received their apportionments. 

Four aged bulls furnished a good show, 
Irenmere 12th 391028 a three year old son 
of Queenmere 22d headed the class for 
Congdon & Battles followed by Queenmere 
29th a son of Prizemere 9th. These two 
bulls stood as senior and reserve senior 
champions with the former going through 
to the grand championship of the show. 
Irenmere 12th was first in class at both the 
Pacific International and the American 
Royal last year and a fine specimen he is. 
Well balanced, deep, thick, well filled in the 
quarters, a beautiful front and carrying a 
wonderfully strong straight top line with 
width and accompanying scale. A fine touch 
and evenly fleshed. Queenmere 29th stood 
fifth in a great long string of outstanding 
bulls at the Sesqui-Centennial at Philadel- 
phia in 1926. 

In the two year old class Black Woodlawn 
of Vauxhall 37598 who was reserve senior 
champion at Calgary won his class here. 
Vauxhall Blackmere 39453 had no competi- 
tion in the Senior yearling class. Four Jun- 
lor yearlings came before the judge who 
placed Blackcapmere 37th 409774 a son of 
Prizemere 32d at the top with Idolmere 6th 
407382 by the same sire next. Idolmere 6th 
Was junior and reserve grand champion at 
Edmonton last year as well as most of the 
other Canadian shows, also won first and 
Junior championship at the Pacific Interna- 


tional in 1927. Blackmere 37th was made 
reserve junior champion of this show. The 
five senior bull calves were a nice lot of 
good calves headed by Blackmere 72d 414- 
182 who defeated Vauxhall Queen’s Lad 
40834 winner of frist in class at Calgary the 
week before. In the three Junior bull calves 
was found Prizemere 125th 417695 another 
son of Prizemere 32d. This little fellow 
was of such good quality that he was made 
Junior champion and later reserve grand 
champion of the bull show. 

When the five great cows matched for 
honors it was a battle royal for they were 
fine indeed. Blackbird of Rosemere 56th 
379977 was an outstanding winner of first 
place and went along to senior and grand 
championship. She is a true type cow filled 
with quality from end to end. She received 
the same honors at Brandon and Calgary. 
Blackcap of Rosemere 21st 360117 winner 
of the senior and grand championship here 
last year was forced down a notch this time. 
However she was good enough to hold the 
position of reserve senior champion. 

Pride Protest of Vauxhall 37596 repeated 
her performance at Calgary, taking first in 
the two year old class. Barbara of Rose- 
mere 50th 391070 changed places with May 
Florence of Vauxhall 37597 who was reserve 
champion at Calgary last year. Barbara 
was first in class at the American Royal 
last year and at the Ogden Live Stock show 
in January of this year. The senior year- 
ling heifer class was headed by Vauxhall 
Queen Mother 3d 39450 the reserve grand 
champion at Calgary this year, defeating 
Antelope of Rosemere 405606 the junior and 
reserve grand champion at Edmonton in 
1927. 

In the junior yearling section there were 
four fine heifers out. Here Queen of Rose- 
mere 63d 408908 defeated the Calgary re- 
serve junior champion Vauxhall Pride 2d 
39452 and here captured for herself the re- 
serve junior championship. The senior heif- 
er class of four was headed by the Calgary 
first prize winner Antelope of Rosemere 4th 
416209 a daughter of Blackcapmere 17th 
379986. Coquette of Rosemere 8th 417698 
the first prize winner at Calgary came up 
here for first honors and was finally made 
junior champion and reserve grand cham- 
pion. 

The four graded herds furnished a great 
showing, one that will not soon be forgot- 
ten. It is safe to say that no other aged 
herd class on the grounds were so attractive 
or showed so much quality. The groupings 
all the way through were exceptionally good 
and if they failed to make a favorable im- 
pression on the cattlemen of the far north 
then there is but little use to try. We think 
however that many new men will be seek- 
ing after Aberdeen-Angus bulls and per- 
haps a few will want a small number of 
good black cows and heifers too. Following 
is the detailed winnings:

Yes we are off for another mile, the ninth post is past. Let 
all eyes be turned to the front. There lies before us the greatest op- 
portunities for the breed since the Bonnie Blacks first set foot on 
American soil. Authorities generally, many of whom have been 
scouting the contention that a cattle shortage was at hand, are 
coming into camp, all bringing the same tidings—they don’t want 
to call it a shortage so they have dubbed it “a scarcity with which 
to meet the present demand.”

This will be accomplished 
through the use of better pure bred bulls—an increased business 
for the bull producer. 

We believe we are within reason when we say that the future 
never looked brighter. Never held in store so much for Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders as a whole. With such a situation at hand the 
Journal wishes to join hands with every breeder in the land to as- 
sist in putting across a campaign during this tenth year that shall 
not soon be forgotten for its intrinsic worth to the breed. The

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JUDGE W. H. HARVEY OF MISSOURI 
GIVES EXPERIENCE IN CROSS BREEDING. 


There are so many uses to which an Aberdeen-Angus bull may 
be put for the production of better beef that the Journal has failed 
in many instances to emphasize fully all these advantages.

city. After reaching that town, located on 
Highway No. 20 which leads directly to 
Webster City it was suggested that the pav- 
ing down to Onawa offered a rather entic- 
ing side trip.

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Saskatchewan Royally Entertains Doddie Visitors 


Its a wonderfully fine grazing and small 
grain country up around Saskatoon, a beau- 
tiful city of something over 25,000 inhabit- 
ants, where the 1928 Provincial Exhibition 
and Live Stock Show was held July 23 to 
28. This city and the Province gave a royal 
welcome to the Doddie exhibitors who 
brought to them a wonderfully fine display 
of sleek Black cattle. One of the best shows 
on the grounds can be said of the Aberdeen- 
Angus display. Alberta sent along a single 
herd, Manitoba ventured over with three 
herds and from Washington, down in the 
States, came another. 

Judge John Wilson, of Innesfail, Alberta, 
made the placings and to all appearances 
gave splendid service. Harry Leader of 
Burnside was there and John Brown pre- 
sented a number of fine specimens from the 
J. D. McGregor herd at Brandon. Vauxhall 
Farms and the Congdon & Battles herd 
made up the contestants. It was more than 
a lively tilt for some of the best cattle of 
the season are to be found in these good 
herds and they gave Judge Wilson a fine 
array of material with which to work. 

In the aged bull class Congdon & Battles 
were very strong, placing Queenmere 29th 
at the head of the list with the Edmonton 
grand champion Irenmere 12th at second, 
thus reserving the two. Revolution of Vaux- 
hall, the fourth prize bull at Edmonton the 
week before secured third at this show with 
Blackcap Bard who won his class at Regina 
in 1926 standing at fourth. This was a very 
strong class, even the last bull being in fine 
form and making a great showing. Queen- 
mere 29th went right on through to the 
grand championship for Congdon & Battles. 

In the two year old bull section but two 
entrants appeared. The senior reserve 
champion at Brandon in 1928, Glencarnock 
Eric 2d 37763, displaced for first honors 
Black Woodlawn of Vauxhall 37598, who 
had been reserve senior champion at Cal- 
gary. 

Three good senior yearling bulls appeared 
in line. Earl Eric of Glencarnock 3d 39896, 
the junior champion at Brandon headed the 
class and finally became junior champion of 
this show as well. Five junior yearlings 
brought forward some very fine things. The 
string was headed by Earl Edward of Glen- 
carnock who had stood fourth at Brandon, 
he was followed by Blackcapmere 37th 409- 
774 who stood at the head of his class at 
Edmonton the week previous where he was 
also reserve junior champion and next was 
Idolmere 6th 407382 the bull that won jun- 
ior and reserve grand championship honors 
all around the Canadian circuit last season. 

Five senior bull calves were headed by 
Brave Edward of Glencarnock winner of 
second at Brandon, followed by Blackmere 
72d winner of second place at Calgary and 
first at Edmonton. At third stood Vauxhall 
Queen’s Lad the first prize winner at Cal- 
gary. The junior bull calves, four of them, 
were good all the way through. Prizemere 
125th the reserve junior champion at Cal- 
gary and the junior champion at Edmonton 
headed the class. Harry Leader’s calf 
Northlane Blackcap Bard stood next. 

The female classes were strong, showing 
four and five in each section, and they were 
the sort that pleases the eye. Good type 


and character, nicely defined in contour, 


well developed and_ splendidly fitted 
throughout. No bad ones anywhere. It was 
just in a majority of cases a survival of the 
fittest in accordance with the judge’s views 
on such matters. The five aged cows ap- 
pealed to the ringside where an increased 
amount of enthusiasm had already been dis- 
played as compared with other years. The 
true type lady, Blackbird of Rosemere 56th 
379977, so far undefeated this year was 
again placed at the head of the group and 
ended by having been made the grand cham- 
pion female of the show. Blackcap Bixie 
the heifer that stood first in-her class at 
Iowa state fair in 1926 for John Fitch of 
Lake City, stood second here. The next two 
stood as they had at Edmonton while Pridis- 
ta of Northlane 3d the senior champion at 
Regina in 1926 stood at the foot of the class. 

The two year old class was headed by 
Barbara of Rosemere 50th, winner of first 
at the 1927 American Royal and the same 
at the Ogden Live Stock Show in 1928. Bar- 
bara of Glencarnock who has many cham- 
pionship ribbons to her credit stood second 
and at the foot of the class was none other 
than Pride Protest of Vauxhall the reserve 
senior champion at Calgary, indicating 
clearly the quality of this string from be- 
ginning to end. 

Miss Hartley headed the senior yearling 
section and was good enough to be made 
junior champion over Coquette of Rosemere 
8th the junior champion at Edmonton. In 
the several heifer classes appeared notables 
a plenty, viz: Antelope of Rosemere the jun- 
ior and grand champion at the 1927 Pacific 
International; Vauxhall Queen Mother 3d 
the junior and reserve grand champion at 
Calgary in 1928; Vauxhall Prim Pride 2d 
reserve junior champion at Calgary in 1928; 
Rose of Glencarnock 2d _ reserve junior 
champion at Brandon this year; Queen of 
Rosemere 63d reserve junior champion at 
Edmonton the week before; Antelope of 
Rosemere 4th first prize winner at Calgary 
and Coquette of Rosemere 8th the 1928 jun- 
ior champion and reserve grand champion 
at Edmonton, and many others. A _ royal 
class of contenders and a wonderful display 
of Doddie type that made many new friends 
for the breed.

At the Fargo show during the week of 
July 23 to 28, some seventy-five miles up 
or down the Red River as one may choose to 
say, but to the south and across from Breck- 
enridge, the good farmer folk of two states, 
North Dakota and Minnesota, were treated 
to a grand spectacle in so far as the Aber- 
deen-Angus show was concerned. A bigger 
show perhaps than usual, and if anything a 
better one. The contestants were identical 
with those entered at Devil’s Lake and 
Grand Forks, just preceding, save for the 
one bull entered by the North Dakota Ag- 
ricultural College at Fargo. Judge A. A. 
Dovell did a highly satisfactory piece of 


work. The one thing perhaps that looked: 


best to the exhibitors was the marked in- 
creased interest shown in the Aberdeen-An- 
gus display this year. This Red River coun- 
try grows everything conducive to the prop- 
er development of good beef cattle and 
there is no particular reason why the farm- 
ers should not within the next few years 
carry out the intimated plans of increasing 
their beef cattle herds and surely these 
shows will have their influence when it 
comes to final selections and decisions as to 
which breed will best serve the purpose of 
the average Red River country farmer. 
There is but one answer and that cow 
should carry a Black hide, and she should 
be naturally hornless. 

Judge Dovell made several changes in po- 
sitions as one might well expect where a 
string of so evenly matched contestants 
were competing week in and week out. His 
selection for the grand championship bull 
wa: found at the head of the aged bull class 
where Glencarnock Revolution 377961 a son 
of the 1923 International grand champion 
Blackcap Revolution was registered. The 
other pair was reversed as to the previous 
week’s assignment with Kermit winning 
second. 

The top for the senior yearling class was 
the same, in fact this class retained its rela- 
tive position one with the other except that 
the bull Blackcapper Harrison 23d shown by 
the North Dakota Agricultural College was 
slipped in at second place. The junior year- 
ling class of two changed positions but the 
summer yearling class of three remained 
the same and its winner Blackbird Bando- 
lier of Page was also made junior champion 
bull. The two top bulls, both belonging to 
Hartley Stock Farms, and appearing in the 
calf class were reversed. 

The aged cow class was the same as be- 
fore and the two year old class could scarce- 
ly be different for it was headed by that 
outstanding heifer Blackcap of Maple River 

who secured the grand championship 
here as well as at Grand Forks. The sen- 
lor yearling class remained the same in the 
two top places but the last two numbers 
were switched. The second and third junior 
yearling heifers at Grand Forks were also 
switched here but the summer yearling 
heifers were unchanged. Maple River 


Erianna 5th staying at the top. The heifer 
calves held their respective positions also 
with the winner Blackcap 6th of Page go- 
ing through to the junior championship 
honors. 

In the fat steer section it will be noticed 
that the Aberdeen-Angus breed was able to 


hold its own as usual. Both the junior and 
summer yearling classes being won by Ab- 
erdeen-Angus in open competition with all 
breeds.

pastures on Sunday, July 22, and Mr. Hauk 
was thoughtful enough to send us an invi- 
tation to come over for dinner.

It was our pleasure to meet a host of new 
friends, whose names we just can’t remem- 
ber but folks we hope to meet often in the 
future and whose names we trust will be- 
come fixed in our minds. It was a decidedly 
pleasant occasion and one that will prove 
very beneficial to many of the folks present 
for a great deal of valuable information 
was disseminated and as carefully digested 
with a‘view toward bringing about better 
cattle conditions.

Less Poultry Hatched—Timely Suggestions 


Less Poultry Hatched. ; 

Answers obtained from poultry specialists 
in reply to a questionnaire sent out recently 
by a large commercial concern show a de- 
crease in the number of chicks hatched this 
spring as compared with last, says the 
American Poultry Journal. A very much 
heavier late hatch was indicated than oc- 
curred early in the spring, but this did not 
offset the early hatch. 

The total decrease ranged from 5 to 25 
per cent, with an average of about 12 per 
cent. Most of the answers indicated that 
the mortality had been less among spring 
chickens than last year. " 


Many Visitors at Ohio Poultry Days. | 

Some 2000 visitors attended the Ohio 
poultry days held at Wooster, June 28 and 
29, and viewed the practical demonstrations 
with interest. The new range shelter, ac- 
comodating 125 pullets that can be moved 
to a new location by 2 men and costing only 
$20 for material, the newly designed colony 
brooder house with walls constructed of fi- 
bre board instead of lumber, a new reel 
mash feeder and special scrapers for clean- 
ing droppings boards were some of the at- 
tractions. ; 

Each person present received a new 16 
page bulletin telling about producing hatch- 
able eggs, tipping beaks for pickouts, feed- 
ing legume hay to chickens and oats for 
layers.

Late Summer and Early Fall Lights. 

Electric lights are used by many poultry- 
men in late summer and early fall on hens 
in the laying flock that are not to be used 
as breeders. These birds will lay until late 
in the fall, during the time of high egg 
prices, then they will go into a molt. The 
practice, then, is to sell these birds for 
meat. A better price is obtained for these 
fowls, since there are not a great number 
of fowls on the market at that time. 

The night lunch method is most generally 
used at this time. This consists in turning 
on the lights for about 45 minutes between 
9 and 10 p.m. Abouts 2 lbs. extra of grain 
are fed at this time for every 100 birds. 

Some poultrymen also put the lights on 
early hatched pullets that are laying now, 
with the idea of getting all the eggs possi- 
ble during late summer and early fall and 
with the possibility of preventing a fall 
molt in these birds. The latter is not al- 
ways possible. It is not the general prac- 
tice, either, to use these early pullets that 
have been under lights as breeders. They 
are not sold if they molt, however, but are 
allowed to go through this molt normally 
and come into production in the early 
spring. 

* a * 
Keep Them Growing. 

The big job in summer is growing young 
stock. This means providing the best of 
conditions possible so the stock can make 
uninterrupted growth. A good growing 
mash before them all the time, as weil as 
grain in hoppers constantly before them 
will provide the necessary feed. Have these 
feed hoppers scattered about the range so 
it will be easy for the stock to have access 
to them. Don’t bunch them all around the 
houses. Fresh water, and lots of it, is need- 
ed in growing good stock. 


Well ventilated houses are also needed, 
since there are many hot nights in summer. 
Crowding in hot houses lowers vitality and 
results in pullets that are susceptible to 
colds and disease. Open air growing sheds, 
with only the necessary protection from 
rain and predatory animals, give excellent 
results in this respect. 

Watch sloppiness arond water fountains 
or troughs; these sometimes overflow or 
upset, causing mud puddles. These mud 
puddles are sources of filth and disease and 
should be avoided. Digging a hole 12 to 
18 inches deep and 18 inches in diameter 
under the water fountain and filling in this 
hole with stones will help to correct this 
condition. 

* * * 
Don’t Market Sick Chickens. 

Public officials who are charged with the 
responsibility of enforcing federal laws, 
state laws and city ordinances have recent- 
ly become very active to see to it that poul- 
try which is unfit for food for human con- 
sumption does not move into consumptive 
channels by any means whatever. 

At a recent conference of representatives 
of various trade associations engaged in the 
marketing of poultry and attended by poul- 
try packers, shippers and city distributors 
from widely separated territories, the ship- 
ment and receiving of inedible poultry in 
commerce were condemned. 

The willingness of these men to cooperate 
with marketing officials to prevent this 
practice will make it difficult for poultry 
producers to dispose of sick poultry or poul- 
try that is otherwise unfit for consumption. 
Such poultry should be slaughtered on the 
farm and burned or buried deeply. 

* * 


Some Common Pitfalls. 

The Connecticut Agricultural College lists 
the following half dozen points in poor man- 
agement as being responsible for poor re- 
sults with poultry at this time of the year: 

1. Hot houses. Improper construction 
and not enough ventilation. Houses may 
well be open on all four sides.. 

2. Under-feeding. Mash, grain and wat- 
ter are available only in the house, and the 
hens go without. Feed outside where the 
hens stay. 

3. Improper rations. Lack of protein or 
too much protein in the mash. No mash. 

4. Lack of green food. Give range, if 
wn if not, turn to the garden or clover 

ield. 

5. Lack of shade. A board, burlap, or 
brush shelter is better than nothing. 

6. Red mites. It is no disgrace to find 
them, because they are everywhere; but it is 
a disgrace to leave them there.

Sweet Corn is Ripe. 

Corn (Southern style) —2% cups corn, cut 
from the cob, 3 eggs beaten slightly, 3 ta- 
blespoons melted butter, 4 cup cracker 
crumbs, 1 teaspoon salt, 4% teaspoon papri- 
ka, 1 tablespoon sugar, 1 pint scalded milk. 
Add eggs and other ingredients to corn, 
lastly the scalded milk. Put in buttered dish 
and bake in slow oven. 


Sauted Corn—12 ears corn, % cup hot 
water, 42 teaspoon salt, pepper, 2 table- 
spoons bacon fat. Cut the tops of the kern- 
els of corn then using a paring knife scrape 
out the rest of the pulp. Add the water, 
salt and pepper. Melt the bacon fat in a 
frying pan and when hot add the corn mix- 
ture. Cover and cook five minutes, uncover 
and cook until corn is tender. 


Succotash—Take corn that has been cut 
from the cob added to an equal amount of 
green lima beans. First put a small piece 
of salt pork on to cook when nearly done 
add the beans, cook until almost tender then 
add the corn. When almost done add a cup 
of sweet cream or milk and let simmer on 
the back of stove a few minutes before 
serving. 


Corn Pudding--Grate or chop enough 
young corn to make a pint, pressing the 
milky liquid from the corn. Add two well 
beaten eggs and a tablespoon corn starch, 
stirred into a cupful of cream. Stir all to- 
gether well, adding salt and paprika and 
one tablespoon of sugar. Pour in buttered 
dish, bake forty minutes. Serve with steak. 


Baked Corn and Tomatoes—Arrange a 
layer of corn cut from the cob in a buttered 
baking dish. Then add alternately a layer 
of sliced ripe tomatoes with corn until dish 
is full. Season with salt, pepper, and dashes 
of butter. Cover with bread crumbs and 
bake. Dice of onion added to the top im- 
prove the flavor.

Hampshire Sheep

The avocation of sheep husbandry is as 
old as time itself. All history both sacred 
and profane abounds in sheep lore. It was 
more than nineteen hundred years ago that 
the gentle Chaldean shepherds while watch- 
ing their flocks by day and by night, saw 
the Star of Bethlehem heralding the first 
glad tidings of a Saviours birth, and in after 
years the divine man took the sheep as the 
type of his people, the lamb as the child 
that he loved. 

Going back eleven hundred years we find 
David the sweet singer of Isreal, a keeper 
of his Fathers sheep. Still farther back six 
centuries and we find another framer of 
history, who won a youthful reputation as 
an honest truthful careful shepherd of his 
Fathers sheep. Sold into slavery by his 
own Brothers he later became the foremost 
man of the Egyptian Empire and saved his 
people in the time of famine. The Shep- 
herd of the Priest of Midian led his people 
out of bondage and became the great law 
giver upon whose writings the laws of this 
and every civilized nation has been founded. 
If it is a pretty love story you wish, read of 
Rachael as she came with her Fathers 
sheep. If it is an example of steadfast char- 
acter you seek, read of Job the shepherd of 
13,000 sheep. So on back through all the

of Genesis, four thousand years before the 
birth of Christ as we approach the family 
of our first forebears, of them and their 
sons it is written that “while Cain was a 
tiller of the soil, Abel was a keeper of 
sheep.” We have mentioned but a few of 
the notable characters in sacred _ history 
alone that have been associated with our 
favorable industry. To mention all would 
be to write a volume but we have mention- 
ed enough to show that our industry is the 
most ancient and time honored of all and 
that if you have not yet become a keeper 
of sheep you are at the least calculation six 
thousand years behind the times. 

But it is Hampshire sheep of which we 
were to write. This most excellent breed 
originated in the chalk lands lying south 
and west of London and adjoining the so- 
called Southdowns, the home of the breed 
now called by that name. Through centur- 
ies of neighborhood existence the sheep 
along these border lines very naturally 
merged together. The original sheep of the 
Southdowns were smaller and more com- 
pact, the Hampshire districts giving a larg- 
er, stronger, hardier sheep that became bet- 
ter mothers and more docile. It soon be- 
came apparent that each of these types had 
their own peculiar merits. The merging of 
these lines were then, of benefit and it was 
clearly defined along what lines improve- 
ments were to be made as the years went 
by. This improvement was made largely by 
the farmers themselves in the Hampshire 
District. The course taken was more the 
mingling of different strains of kindred 
blood than the crossing of different breeds. 
The Hampshire sheep then is_ clearly 
descended from the original hardy race pe- 
culiar to the country from whence they 
came. The strength, constitution and size 
have been enlarged upon by both English 
and American breeders. In “Wilkinsons 
Farming” I find he says “The Hampshire 

Down sheep are the glory of the 


country as respects live stock.” 
Mr. Morton, Editor of The Ag- 
ricultural Gazeet in England 
wrote, “There is no sheep in 
England or the world that can 
vie with the Hampshire Down 
in quick production of large siz- 
ed lambs.” The value of the 
Hampshire cross is well illus- 
trated in the Oxford Downs, a 
breed that was produced by 
crossing the Hampshires and 
the Cotswolds. The Hampshire 
Down is the great lamb produc- 
er of this country today and 
none other can compete with 
him. For the purpose of im- 
proving the common native 
sheep for mutton purposes, the 
Hampshire ram never has an 
never will have an equal. All 
of the mutton breeds have their 
peculiar excellencies and all are 
valuable to the country but for 
a combination of constitution, 
hardiness, freedom from dis- 
ease, ability to withstand grief 
from exposure or shortness 0 
feed, general useful qualities,
